Ours  is  a  world  of  change,  change 
which  is  both  frequent  and  rapid.  The 
Archon  Newsletter  is  part  of  that  change. 
In  1906  when  the  Archon  first  appeared 
under  the  editorship  of  Arthur  H.  Cole 
'07  it  was  a  student  news  publication 
and  continued  as  such  until  the  arrival 
of  Edward  W.  Eames  as  headmaster  in 
1930.  Then  it  became  a  multi-purpose 
magazine  aimed  at  students,  parents  of 
prospective  students,  and  alumni.  In 
1964  it  became  solely  an  alumni  publi- 
cation, and  many  of  you  generously 
contributed  to  it  or  were  featured  in  it. 
At  the  same  time,  the  magazine  at- 
tempted to  keep  you  updated  on  sig- 
nificant events  which  were  occurring 
on  campus. 

As  a  semi-annual  publication,  the 
Archon  was  becoming  increasingly  ex- 
pensive to  publish,  and  by  the  time  it 
was  received  it  was  outdated  as  far  as 
campus  events  were  concerned.  So  the 
Newsletter  takes  its  proper  place  in  the 
line  of  lineal  descent  from  Arthur 
Cole's  original  magazine.  With  the 
present  format,  it  is  our  intent  to  pub- 
lish more  frequently,  thus  providing  a 
more  updated  picture  of  the  Academy 
and  the  alumni.

A  new  phenomenon  of  college  placement,  which  is  likely  to  remain  a  per- 
manent part  of  the  Governor  Dummer  scene,  is  the  increasing  use  of  the  early- 
decision  application.  In  this  time  of  multiple  application  by  candidates,  many 
colleges  are  now  encouraging  qualified  students  to  apply  early  to  the  college  of 
their  first  choice  in  the  hope  of  recognizing  a  substantial  number  of  students  who 
are  seriously  planning  to  attend  that  particular  institution.  If  used  intelligently, 
the  advantages  of  this  plan  are  several  applied  for  early  decision,  and  one-fifth 
in  number.

continued  effort  by  all  of  us  is  essential. 
We  know  that  the  total  number  of  boys 
and  girls  taking  the  Secondary  School 
Admission  Tests  in  December  for  all 
schools  fell  from  about  18,000  to  about 
16,000.

ANNUAL  FUND  OVER  $50,000 


Slightly  past  the  mid-way  point,  this  year's  Annual  Fund  appears 
to  be  headed  for  a  new  record.  The  previous  all-time  high  was  in 
1968-69,  the  year  before  the  "Resources  for  the  Seventies"  capital 
campaign,  when  annual  giving  reached  $79,000.  Last  year's  Annual 
Fund,  the  first  since  the  "Resources"  campaign,  reached  $69,000. 
This  year  the  Annual  Fund  total  is  currently  at  $51,000,  and  with 
continued  alumni  and  parent  support,  a  new  record  is  possible. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  Leadership  Gift  Clubs  in  the  Annual 
Fund.  The  Headmaster's  Club  ($1,000  and  up),  10  members; 
Governor's  Club  ($250-$999),  26  members;  Century  Club  ($100- 
$249),  79  members;  Academy  Club   ($50-$99),  73  members. 

Alumni  and  parent  gifts  to  the  Annual  Fund  have  traditionally 
provided  the  Academy  with  an  extra  margin  of  flexibility,  and 
this  year  is  no  exception  as  the  school  needs  $50,000  more  in 
Annual  gifts  in  order  to  guarantee  the  continued  strength  of  the 
Governor  Dummer  education.
